Natality's Attempt to Oet an Appro- 


priation for Its Improvement. 


Acting on the instructions of the Leg- 


islature, Mr. Oaasidy, while the Hirer 
Mid Harbor bill was under consideration 
the other day, attempted to get au ap- 
propriation for th« improvement of the 
Colorado river. 
The chief obstacle iu 


the way seems to have been the adverse 
report of tha Army Engineer, who made 
a survey of the river in 18T8. 
Lieuten- 


ant Payson, to whom the work was as- 
signed, claimed that the commerce of 
the stream was too insignificant to war- 
rant an expenditure of public money. 
Congress as a rule accepts the recom- 
mendations of these engineer officers, 
Mid it would be difficult to secure an 


> 
appropriation in opposition to their de- 
cision in any particular case. Mr. Cas- 
aidy seems to have urged the claims of 
the Colorado in a strenuous manner, 
covering about all of the ground iu its 
favor. 
The Congressional 
Record of 


the 2d inst. contains his remarks iu full 
on the subject. The matter being of 
interest to the people of the State, and 
particularly to those residing m South- 
eastern Nevada, we quote as follows: 


Mr. Cassidy—I offer tha amendment 


which I send to the dank. 


The clerk read as follows: 
After line 499 insert the following: 


"Improving Colorado River, $30,000." 


Mr. Cussidy—Mr. Gbairtnau, 
that 


amenmeut is as proper as a-any of the 
provisions of this bill. I offer it in 
obedience to a memorial of the Legisla- 
ture of my State, which I had the honor 
of submitting to tht> House a few days 
since. In that memorial all of the facts 
in the case were duly and forcibly set 
iorth. There can be no question, sir, 
about the importance in a strictly com- 
mercial sense of the Colorado river. 
The Colorado is essentially and emphat- 
ically an interstate water >7ay. It is 
more that 1,500 miles in length, having 
its source in the Wind Kivor Mountain* 
iu Montana Territory, and 
s>trHtchiD 
r{ 


away through Wyoming, Uinh, Aiizouu 
and Nevada to the Gult ot California 
It washes the southern boundary of uay 
State for nearly 300 miles, toruniug the 
dividing hue between Nevada and An- 
aona. Uiion Peak, a towering moun- 
tain in tbe Wind Kiver Kange, is the 
common source of the Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Columbia and Colorado rivers. 


The Colorado la navigable for a dis- 


tance of more than 500 miles. A line 
*1 Sveamers is now plying regularly at 
Ail seasons of the year between "i'uruii 
and Fort Mojave, a distance of more 
than 325 railed. Tbe commerce ou this 
portion »t the river is very considerable 
nl present, iiud atuadily growing 
It is 


loy this route alone that the commercial 
needs and interests of Northeastern 
Arizona, Southwestern Ulah and South- 
ern Nevada are accommodated. The 
Itltuh Southern Railroad from S.ilt Luke 
southward is uetiriug Callville, the head 
of navigation ou the Colorado. 
The 


Utah Northern Railroad is reaching out 
from Salt Lake far to the oiorth«,ird. 
With ihese two roads completed there 
will be a continuous route across that 
portion of the continent from the Brit- 
ish Possessions on tho north totue Gulf 
of California at the south. The Colo- 
rado river must afford an important link 
of communication. The Government 
Isns never expended oue dollar in the 
improvement of the navigation of the 
Colorado. 


No other stream of equal importance 


has bbeu sobhtiuietully ueglecied. Somo 
years since a survey was authorized by 
Congress. 
The Army Eugmeec, to 


whom the work wus assigned, Lieut. 
Piiyson, lepocted that th« river could 
bo thoroughly improved aud placed in 


* 
first-class 
order at au estimated cost of 


$92,000. 
But he went out of his way, 


in my judgment, to say that the com- 
merce of that region would not justify 
the expenditure. 
Whatever may have 


been the condition in 1878 when the ex- 
hmmatiou was made the same state oE 
affairs does not exist now. 
Many iin- 


P'jrtunt nnning ili-uicts have been dis- 
covered iiuci agricultural valleys nettled 
since that date, and I sny iu all earnest- 
ness that u system of improvements 
along the Colorado river should be un- 
dertakou without umber delay. 
Tbe 


cost will bo immaterial iu companion 
with the money 
lavished on other 


streams of meraly local importance. 
Understanding that the Committee ou 
Commerce has attempted to restrict tbo 
items carried iu this bill to about one- 
third ot tbe sum which will be requited 
to complete in euoLi case, I have pro- 
posed but $30,000 for the Colorado on 
the same basis, the Government engi- 
neers having estimated that the wholo 
•work can be finished at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $32,000. Iu conclusion, I trust 
Umt the amendment 
which I have 


offered will meet the approval of a mu- 
jority of this House. 


Tue amendment was not agreed to.

The Assessors' Bill. 


The much talked-of Assessors' bill, 


which passed the Legislature and went 
to the Governor on February 24tk, has 
become a law, Governor Adams neither 
approving nor vetoing it. 
The bill is 


entitled: "An Act in relation to County 
Assessor1), their terms of office and 
compensation," and is as follows: 
The people of the Stats of Nevada, 


represented in Senate nnd Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 
SECIIOX 1. Tnore shall bo eleotud at 


the general election in eighteen hundred 
and eighty-six, and every four years 
thereafter, in each orgauizjd county of 
this State, one County Assessor. 


SEC. 2. The terms of office of County 


Assessors now in office shall expire on 
the first Monday in January of eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven; 
provided, 


that at the end of the year eighteen 
hundred aud eighty-four they shall give 
new official bonds for the ensuing two 
years, in such amounts as shall be fixed 
by the Board of Commissioners, secured 
in such a manner as is now, or may 
hereafter be required by lasv. and con- 
ditioned, approved aud filed as legally 
required. 


SKC 3. Tho salaries of the Qountj 


Assessors of the respective conutiPS, 
shall be ns follows, after the year eight- 
een hundred and eighty-four: The sal- 
ary of the Assessor of Churchill county 
shall be six huudred dollars per annum; 
of tbe county of Douglas, seven hun- 
dred dollars par annum; of the county 
of Elko, three thousand dollars per au- 
nutii; of the county of E-unertilda, two 
thousand dollars per auunm; of the 
county of Eureka, three thousand dol- 
lars per auuum; of the county of Huua- 
boldt, two thousand five hundred dollars 
per annum; of Ihe county of Lander, 
three thousand dollars per annum; of 
the couuty of Lincoln, thiee thousand 
dollars per annum; of tbe county of 
Lyon, twelve handled dollars per an- 
num; ot the oouuty of Nyo, twelve hun- 
dred dollars per annum; of ttu» couuty 
of Ormsby, fifteen huudred dollars per 
annum; of the couuty of Storey, two 
thousand lour hundred dollars per an- 
num; of the cunnty of VV.ishoe, fifteen 
hundred dollars per annum, and of the 
county of White Pine, two thousand 
four hundred dollars per annum, and 
t.he saoia shall be the whole und only 
compensation allowed aud paid to said I 
Assessors for all official services by 
them rendered us such officers. 


SEC. 4. All Acts and parts of Acts 


heretofore passed, so fur as u in oon- 
iliul with cuo piovisions of thio Act, are 
hereby repealed.

The ttatberinff of interested ludl- 


•vidunla to Encourage tbe Enter- 
prise. 


The Leader says: "According to an- 


nouncement, about fifty of those inter- 
ested in tha project of constructing a 
railroad from some point on the Central 
Pacific to Sierra Valley, gathered at 
Stewart's hall last Tuesday evening. 
Geo. Wood called the meeting to order 
and T. S. Battelle was elected Choir- 
man and H. A. Maaon Secretary. 
The 


Chairman stated the objects of the 
meeting to be for the purpose of devis- 
ing means by which the road could be 
constructed. His remarks were followed 
by speeches from Geo. Wood, O. Me- 
Elroy, B. F. Lemmon, T. Lebroke, 
Frank Campbell and' H. A. Mason, who 
portrayed the numerous 
advantages 


such an enterprise would give to the 
valley, the new industriea it would ore- 
Ate and interest that every resident 
should feel in the success ol the under- 
taking. For the' purpose of enquiring 
into the matter more fully, to ascertain 
what interest the people of Boca or 
Truckee would take in the affair, to 
prepare a prospectus of the scheme and 
the probable cost of the same, a commit- 
tee was appointed, consisting of Geo. 
Wood, B. P. LemmoB, and H. A. 
Mason. 
It is expected that tho commit- 


tee will lose no time in investigating the 
subject and the effect of their labors 
will from time to time be made public. 
It is eainestly hoped that the enterprise 
will prove successful and every resident 
of this section should give all the assist- 
ance witb'a his power." 


A New Style or Postal Order. 


A new facility for transmitting money 


by mail has been devised and a recent 
Act of Congress has rendered it valid. 
The device is a new style of money or- 
der for all sums less than $5, which 
may be obtained at any postoffloe for a 
fee of three cents in addition to the 
amount to be Hunt. It is a printed 
blank much after the style of an over- 
land railroad ticket, with figures indi- 
cating the amoiiiit transmitted, that may 
be punched ont, thus preventing "rais- 
ing." 
These figures are on the right- 


hand side of the blank, with a column 
for dollars running from 1 to 4, a col- 
umn for dunes from 0 to '.), and 
is, col- 


umn for cents running from 0 to 9. 
Suppose the amount to be sent is $2 76. 
The postmaster punches the "two" out 
or the dollar column, the "seven" out 
of the dime column, and the "six" out 
of the cent column. The puronaser 
then pays the postmaster $2 79, aud is 
given the slip, which is in reality an 
order on the postmaster in the city 
where the creditor lives. The debtor 
places the blank in a letter addressed to 
the creditor and sends it ou to New 
York, Boston or Oshkosh, as the case 
may be; the creditor presents it to his 
own po-iUnaster aud receives in return 
$2 76. A stub showing tho date of its 
issuance, tho number of the order and 
amount transmitted is retained by the 
postmaster issuing the order, which 
acts ns a perfect check against loss by 
theft, live, accident or otherwise. The 
present money orders cost ten cents, 
and it is believed that the new one will 
be received with much favor by the 
public.
